^ Cyprus : New violence has broken out in Nicosia, 
and the Turkish regiment in Cyprus has reportedly 
come under Greek Cypriot fire for the first time. 

Turkish authorities state that the departure yes- 
terday of 21 warships from Iskenderun in the direc- 
tion of Cyprus marked the beginning of "routine gun- 
nery exercises." 

In partial confirmation of this explanation, the 
press has reported that two freighters which had em- 
barked troops, tanks, and equipment and sailed with 
the warships on previous occasions when crises arose 
over Cyprus remained anchored near Iskenderun. 

There has been sporadic firing since early yes- 
terday morning along th^ "Green Line" separating the 
two sectors of Nicosia. [ 30 th Greek and Turkish 
Cypriots, who are dug in along this line, are expand- 
ing their fortifications. J 

The Kyrenia area remains tense while negotia- 
tions for a cease-fire are taking place between Greek 
and Turkish Cypriots in Nicosia. The Turkish Cyp- 
riots who earlier tried to arrange a cease-fire ap- 
parently had no influence on the Turkish Cypriot ir- 
regulars holding the Kyrenia pass. 

UN officials in Nicosia report that the Turkish 
regiment, stationed north of Nicosia, has been sub- 
jected to a burst of machine-gun fire, and Turkish 
officers have warned of retaliation if the attack is 
repeated.

Felipe Flores, head of the National Campesino 
Confederation, and Arturo Loayza, a peasant leader 
from La Paz Department, apparently killed each other 
in a gun battle in downtown La Paz. The two peasant 
leaders have been involved in a bitter struggle for 
control of the national confederation for some months. 
On 2 April, pro- Loayza forces made an unsuccessful 
attempt to oust Flores from his position as executive 
secretary and take over the organization. 

The deaths of the two leaders could well cause 
violent clashes between pro- Flores and pro- Loayza 
partisa ns as each group seeks retaliation against the 
other.
